Hie announcement came after 
rn meet mg of President Charles 
de Gaulle and his cabinet. It 
brought a reaction of b.ttemess 
from union leaders in northern 
Franco, where half die coal is 
mined. TI icy said they are pre­ 
paring for a long strike.

agement of the company. 
Well Traveled 
His work took him to England, 
Ireland, Newfoundland. Nova Sco­ 
tia, Havana, Mexico City, N e w 
■York, Galveston, Miami, a n d 
many other cities. 
• He was born in England, and 
came to this country in 1920. Ho 
m arried the sister of Dr. Rhoads 
of Tobyhanna — Frances — and 


office for technical training, and 
went to Miami, H onda in 1920. 
There ho met his future wi f e . 
“Miami was about the size 
of 
Stroudsburg in 1920," he recalled, 
“a very small town.” 


Recalls War Experience 
He then turned the subject to the 
war years, recalling experiences 
from both World War I and World 
War II. 
“Tile Germans did not cut the 
trans-Atlantic cables during the 
war,” he noted, “ because t h e i r 
spy system managed to get some 
information through the cables.” 
“Even with tire secrecy a n d 
censorship otf material, some in­ 
formation was leaked t h r o u g h . 
The cables were still more safe 
than radio, however, for no one at 
the time of the first conflict had 
found a way to sa retly t a p a 
cable.” 
"The British were die one coun­ 
try that cut cables,” he added. 
“When Italy declared war in the 
thus became acquainted with this last world conflict, tho British cut 
the italian cables to South Ameri­ 
ca within 24 hours. They cut the 
cable ait Gibraltar.” 
“Also in World War I — the Ger­ 
mans had two cables to Canada. 
When the war started, the British

Willis was operation manager of 
the International division of West­ 
ern Union during the S e c o n d 
World War. He remembered that 
tile cables were used to 9cnd coded 
messages to Europe. 
“The governments were chang­ 
ing their codes all the time.” he 
said, “ and tile New York office 
simply transmitted die codes. We 
had no idea of when die codes 
were changed, but t h e y w e r e 
changed quite frequently. By the 
time die enemy had broken one 
code. many others had 
b e e n 
used.” 
“We had a section of the New 
York office that was manned by 
military personnel for g o v e r n ­ 
ment messages." he added. 
Even today. Western Un.on han- 
j dies 18,300 cablegrams a day be­ 
tween this country and Europe.

Next Important Step 


The speech which President Kennedy 
made to the Economic Club of New York 
in mid-December was one of his most 
frank, effective and interesting public 
statements 
since 
he 
became 
Chief 
Magistrate. It was clear that he has 
learned a great deal from that most 
rigorous of educators—the Presidency. 
To a considerable degree he refuted 
his former argument that the prior 
Administration had been derelict in pro­ 
moting ]x>licies that would keep the 
V. S. economy moving ahead at high 
speed. In his words: “It is increasingly 
clear that no matter what party is in 
power, so long as our national security 
needs keep rising, an ec o n o m y hampered 
b y restrictive tax rates will never pro-

duce enough revenue to balance the 
budget—just as it will never produce 
enough jobs or enough profits.” 
That emphasis on profits, as well as 
on jobs, is important. Industrial prof­ 
its have, for years, been lagging far 
behind increases in payroll and other 
costs. And that is a principal reason 
why industrial expansion has failed to 
reach the hopes, and many of the fore­ 
casts. 
The President’s speech reiterated his 
determined stand for tax reduction and, 
afterwards, a general overhaul of the 
tax system. Will he next advocate, and 
enforce, a reduction in non-essential 
government spending? Only the man 
who sits in the lonely Presidential chair 
can provide this needed leadership. 


More Than Advice Needed 


According to news reports. Governor 
Scranton has disclosed his “total war 
on unemployment” and calls for “front­ 
line action to come on the local level, 
with heaviest responsibility falling to 
existing community industrial develop­ 
ment programs.” Ile is scheduled to 
outline details of his plan to the Legis­ 
lature when it reconvenes next week. 
Governor Scranton repeatedly said 
during his campaign that he was pre­ 
pared to tackle the vexing problem of 
unemployment 21 hours after he was 
elected. Admittedly, it takes time to 
draft an effective program but almost 
four months— from the date bf his elec­ 
tion—would seem to be a ]>eri<xl of suf­ 
ficient length to do the job. 
His supporters, as well as all Penn­ 
sylvanians 
vitally 
interested 
in 
the 
Commonwealth’s progress, surely will 
lx» disappointed if, after all the fan­ 
fare. his key suggestion is to pass the 
buck to the communities. As he well

knows, Hie communities where unem­ 
ployment has long existed have been 
try their best to solve the problem 
for upwards of 15 years or more. Com­ 
munity resources, in some instances, 
have been more or less exhausted. They 
need outside financial aid and other 
forms of assistance— not merely advice. 
Governor Scranton’s statement that 
it was only recently that Pennsylvani­ 
ans “were willing to admit that we do 
face a problem” does not parse with the 
facts. People of Scranton and vicinity, 
and of many other Pennsylvania com­ 
munities, have faced the fact for more 
than two decades and have tried, to 
the best of their ability, to do some­ 
thing alxxit it. They have not been 
“wallowing so deeply in self-pity that 
we could have lost the battle for lack 
of trying.” We hope the Governor will 
offer something more effective than 
advice to communities to keep trying. 
—Scranton Times

The changeover that has or­ 
a l rod from bedside practice to 
more scientific medical atten­ 
tion in the past fifty years, has 
a very real significance for you 
the patient. It means, as I said' 
here previously, you must make 
the most out af every visit with 
the doctor by confiding in him. 
In a large measure, the bur­ 
den is upon you. 
How? 
You 
must reveal everything that is 
on your mind concerning your 
health problems and medical 
background. 
To illustrate my 
point, let me tell you about a 
rather typical case. 
One patient was a man in his 
early fifties who had alwaysy 
seemed to be in fairly g o o d 
health. 
One 
night, hi* wife 
roused the doctor from bed. Her 
husband was having a heart at­ 
tack. 
The doctor felt that It 
really was an emergency call 
because in all the times he had 
seen the husband in his office 
for routine checkups, and these 
visits were few indeed, the doc­ 
tor had never heard a complaint 
from him. As it turned out, the 
doctor’s intuition was co rec t. 
Later, when the patient was 
well on his way to recovery, the 
doctor questioned him closely. 
Had he had severe chest pains 
before? Yes. 
Had he ever complained about 
Hie pains? 
Yes. 
To whom? 
His w i f e . 
But 
neither ever thought they were 
anything more than gas pains. 
When he had last come to the 
doctor’s office, why did he not 
tell the doctor about t h e s e 
pains? 
Well, to tell the truth, 
he was afraid. 
Afraid that he 
might be ordered to lead a less 
dissipating life, cut out smok­ 
ing, maybe give up a c t i v e 
spoils, give up drinking b e e r .

at the office. Many times dur­ 
ing a home visit a doctor learns 
as much or more frpm a spouse 
than from the one under exaam- 
ination. 
A New Look In Office 
Complaints 
The types of ailments are also 
quite typical of the new look in 
medical compliant*. Before the 
advent of more scientific medi­ 
cal techniques a n d w o n d e r 
drugs, many people who s a w 
doctors were acutely ill w i t h 
some argainc aliment or serious 
infection. 
Not only is today’s 
medical practice primarily in 
the office, but most of the ail­ 
ments the doctor sees are either 
functional in nature or chronic, 
such as arthritis, heart disease, 
diabetes, and hypertension. 
Thus, for most patients, the 
doctor’s problem is one of get­ 
ting at the source of their func­ 
tional disorders so that he can 
teach them bow to alter t h e i r 
ways of living or, in the case 
of the chronically HI, t e a c h 
them how to live with their ail­ 
ments. 
In either case, there is 
only one way the doctor can do 
his level hest, and that is when 
the patient is completely honest 
and willing to discuss all h i s 
problems with the doctor.

As Scammon sees it, Scranton 
might be harder for Kennedy to 
lick than Rockefeller, Romney 
and Coldwater in that order.

Monroe County Farmers 
Received $223,476 In’62 


MONROE County farmers who 
participated in federal farm sup­ 
ported programs earned $223,467.- 
76 during the 1962 Program y e a r . 
This was reported by the Monroe 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee yes­ 
terday. 
The primary purpose of the pro­ 
grams administered is to reduce 
farm surpluses and storage costs, 
to offer incentives to the fanner 
w ho diverts his land for conserva­ 
tion uses, according to D o n a l d 
Ro,sh, Chairman of the c o u n t y 
committee. Federal supported pro­ 
grams offered to the farmers last 
year included wheat stabilization, 
com, grain sorghum and barley 
feed grain programs, wool incen­ 
tive program, agricultural conser­ 
vation program, conservation re­ 
serve program, potato p u r chase 
program and disaster relief meas­ 
ures. 
Agricultural Conservation 
Under the Agricultural Conser­ 
vation Program, whereby the cost 
of establishing the conservation 
practice is shared by the govern­ 
ment with the farmer, 169 produc­ 
ers enrolled, earning $23,664.33 tor 
planting, improvement of a stand 
of forest trees, construction 
of 
farm ponds, str.plopping, to men­ 
tion a few. 
Wheat Stabilization 
One hundred fifty farmers were 
signed up rn the 1962 Wheat Stabi- 
Lzafikxi Program, diverting 1,092.6 
acres, and receiving a total pay­ 
ment af $38,479.70. Wheat growers 
receive the following benefits by 
participating in this program: It is 
fnancialiy attractive, it is a form 
af insurance protection a g a i net 
kiss af crop failure, it is a source 
of immediate cash, through con­ 
servation, it improves c r o p land, 
and by helping reduce the cost of 
farm programs, it improves the 
image of agriculture to all Ameri­ 
ca. 
Soil Bank 
Land taken out of production un­ 
der the Conservation Program is 
commonly referred to as the “Soil 
Bank.” In Monroe County t h e r e 
are 85 contracts in effect, with 
4,224 acres under contract, a n d 
annual payments earned at $68,- 
291.18. This program is no longer 
being offered to farmers, however, 
contracts previously in effect, will 
remain in effect until they expire. 
Under the Soul Bank program, 
con tracts ere aligned by the farmer 
to take whole or parts of t h e i r 
farm out of production and are 
paid an annual rental to out sur­ 
pluses. This program does not re­ 
quire producers to undertake con­ 
servation practices, however, the 
fields under contract must be 
mowed once a year.

Clark Asks Flood Payment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Jo­ 
seph S. Cark, D-Pa., said yester­ 
day he will suggest that the gov­ 
ernment pay a larger share of 
the cost of a proposed $16 million 
flood contra! program far the 
Chartiexs Creek in Southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 
At die same time, Clark in a 
telegram to William Buckley, bor­ 
ough manager at Guvnnsburg, Pa. 
urged that mumcrpilities in the 
area speed up passage of resolu­ 
tions indicating their willingness 
to help foot the cost of the flood 


control project. 
Clark's telegram was in reply 
to one from Buckley noting ser­ 
ious flood damage in the area. 
The federal si lore of the Chor­ 
tlers project would be $9 million, 
with state and local interests shar­ 
ing toe balance. 
But, a Clark aide noted, such 
parti ipation might be difficult in 
an economically hard-hit area like 
Washington County. For tots rea­ 
son, Cark hopes to get an addi­ 
tional allowance from the govern­ 
ment.

Camellias Grown Indoors Produce 
Glamour Blooms Between Seasons 


The impatience of having 
to 
wait until tho cold winter weather 
is m er for the avid gardener to 
get in and start digging can be 
assuaged by growing .minors one 
of tile prettiest and, »ontrary to 
some bellote, one of the hardiest 
flowering plants, tlve camellia. 
When die camellia was f i r s t 
introduced to America from th e 
Orient in the mid-nineteenth cen­ 
tury. **> ora1 dreamed it would be­ 
come such an important and beau­ 
tiful addition to tile flower gardens 
throughout the land, but t h a t ' s 
exactly what happened. A n d no 
wonder, because few other plants 
are as tolerant and yet bear such 
opulent flowers and ludo g r e e n 
foliage as does the camellia. 
The camellia is one of a few 
species of flowers which is beauti­ 
ful and interesting enough to com­ 
mand an immense following o f 
garden dubs arri societies whose 
members have an unwavering de­ 
votion to its propagation. 


ever, but not a difficult one. Di­ 
me iii. is can be raised in glazed 
clay pots, cans or redwood c o n ­ 
tainers rn a closed sun porch or 
even in a cool sunny window. It’s 
best to start with a nursery cut­ 
ting because a camellia can't be 
dei mended on to “come true” from 
a seed. Cinders or gravel should 
be spread throughout tile bottom 
of tire container.

Because of tile limited direction 
of the sun—through a window or

BILL PENSYL, Bancor High School's 25-year-old basketball 
coach, is a young man certain to be heard about in scholastic hoop j 
ranks soon. In his maiden season of serving as head coach. Bill 
quickly brought the Slaters of Bangor into basketball prominence. 
And the feeling here ie that this is only the first chapter of what m ay 
well be a brilliant career for this affable and excitable gentleman. 
I still remember the voice of Arm on Williams, our Bangor cor­ 
respondent and himself a former Bangor hoop coach, exclaiming at 
the other end of the phone one night—last Dec. ll, in fact, when the 
Slaters had won their third straight game of the very young season— 
"History is being made here. boy. . . . We can’t even remember the 
last time when this team won TWO in a row!” 
The Slaters had defeated, In order, Lehighton, Northamp­ 
ton and Coplay. But then, the thought quickly arose in that 
Slate Belt town whether the honeymoon was over. Bangor 
lost the next two gam es—to Fountain Hill and Stroud Union. 
"W ell,” said one basketball follower of the Slaters, "It was 
nice while It lasted.” 
Pessimism is a constant companion of a consistent loser. It stays 
with you. It takes a long time to lose it. Usually. 
But this definitely w as not to be a ‘‘usual’’ season for Bangor. 
Under them new head coach, the boys on tile squad did not lose faith, 
unlike m any of their fans. An eight-game winning streak followed 
those two early shellackings, starting with Pleasant Valley Dec. 21 and 
continuing through until Jan. 25 when they were toppled by Wilson i 
Boro, eventual winners of the Lchigh-Northampton League. Another 
loss to Phillipsburg followed the Wilson defeat, but by this time all 
signs of pessimism had drifted to other areas on the scholastic front. 
Bangor long since had dropped its long-time and unwanted companion. 
The Slaters finished the season with a commendable 15-5 
record. 
They were the winnlngest team In the Poeono-Slate 
Belt area. 
Plaudits kept pouring In. 
An Imaginative young 
man had brought Bangor out of basketball obscurity in his 
first crack at the job. 
Bill Pensyl’s name, however, was not new to the area. He played 
basketball at East Stroudsburg High School during the 1952-53, 53-54, 
and 54-55 campaigns, setting a new scoring record there which has 
since been broken. 
From East Stroudsburg. Pensyl went to Elizabethtown College 
where he majored in education and played basketball all four years. 
He set scoring records for a freshman, sophomore and senior player 
there to leave his m ark at that institution. 
His first job was at Middletown, Pa., where he served as assistant 
basketball coach for two years before moving to Bangor. 
Ironically, despite the sudden success he brought to Ban­ 
gor In basketball, the season ended on a distasteful note for 
both him and his team . 
And also for many of the fans who 
had been jamming Into the new Five Points gym to ace this 
team which had captured their Imagination. 
Bangor thought there should have been a playoff with Fountain 
Mil to determine the right to meet independent Pocono Mountain for 
the Q ass B. District l l playoffs. A vote was taken among repre­ 
sentatives of the L-N league and the 6-4 decision went against a Ban- 
for-Fountain Hill playoff. 
"The sad part of it was.” said Pensyl, “ that in 25 years Bangor 
had never had an opportunity to get in the playoffs. . . . "W e’re 
bitter about It. . . . Fountain Hill, it seems, is just taken for granted 
as representing the league every year.” 
But Bill Pensyl, despite this bitter disappointment, had 
already gained some consolation during the season. He had 
previously applied for the East Stroudsburg opening last year 
—and was turned down. But he gained some revenge by 
Handing East burg two losses during the 1962-63 season. 
It is not likely Pensyl will be turned down for many jobs in the 
future. It is more likely, in fact, that he will he in demand and offer­ 
ed more Jobs than he could shake the proverbial stick at if he keeps 
up his fine work. His name by now is well known in a wide area of 
Pennsylvania. 
We Just hope he stays at Bangor for a while 
The school needs 
him- And he is certainly a refreshing personality in our sports midst.

Green Thumb 
Planting For Shady Spots 


George Abraham 
A SI LADY LADY: If you’re 
laking for a bright show rn shady 
si nits. then try die Impatiens (Im- 
p,iy-sho-enz). Tliese are low bushy 
plants which grow fast in warm 
weather. The one-inch single, five- 
1. >bed flowers cover the plant all 
summer long. 
Colors rome in orange, crimson, 
rose, pink and scarlet. A close 
<Musin to Impatiens (or Patience 
Plant) is the Harden Balsam 
(“ Lady 
Slipper") 
an 
old-fash­ 
ioned item with double flowers 
nestled along the stems. It too; 
likes moist soil and partial shade. 
It's quite a trick getting seed of 
Impatiens plants to geiminate. 
This seed likes a lot of heat and 
a loose starting mixture. 
Here's a mixture greenhouse 
operators use: one-half cinders 
• leached', either stoker ashes or 
soft or hard coal; 0110-quarter 
good loam, one-eighth perlite, one- 
eighth peat humus, muck or peat­ 
moss 
Mix those together. Sow 
srod in rows or scattered, and do bush

It should bo mentioned that 
none of the cverbearers can equal 
Hie best spring-fruiting \ indies 
in yield or quality. But they arc 
wnrth growing. 
For an average family garden. 
count on at least 50 everbearing 
plants for fresh berries. Under 
good conditions, you can expect 
about one quart of berries per 
plant in the spring, and one pint 
in the fall. 
Hot summers will lower the 
veld unless you can irrigate. In 
fart, if you don’t irrigate during 
dry periods the fall crop can be 
quite disappointing. Mulching with 
emailed corncobs, sawdust, straw 
or anything you have will keep 
weeds down, conserves moisture 
and produces clean berries. 
What are the best cverbearers 


In comparison, berries from the 
newer Earlibluc and Berkeley arc 
usuidly one-half inch in diameter 
and sometimes as much as three- 
quarters of an inch. Aside from 
berry size, the new varieties are 
generally superior in yield, qual­ 
ity of fruit, winterhardiness and 
shape of bush. 
By combining some of the new­ 
er typos of “ highbush” blueber­ 
ries. you can provide a picking 
season from Ju ly to Mid-Septem­ 
ber. Here are some varieties rec­ 
ommended for home use: Earli- 
blue. Berkeley, Jersey, Coville, 
Pemberton, Blucvrop and Blue­ 
l y . 
These all need an acid soil high 
! in organic matter. Bushes will not 
I take much lower than Lb below 


zero. Other tips to keep in mind; 
Keep planting free of weeds, 
prune annually, and remove flow­ 
ers for the first and second year 
after pl uv 
lo help die bushes 
develop quickly.

The list is 
large and just about every tree 
you pick out lias both good points 
and bad ones. I U mention a few 
that 
are 
available, 
and 
you 
shouldn’t hesitate to talk over 
your shade tree roblom with 
your nurseryman. 
Norway maple still ranks high 
for aU round chade tree. Foliage 
is dense, macing it difficult to 
grow grass underneath. Storm re­ 
sistant, this item reaches a height 
of 40 to bO ft. Tile Norway Maple 
variety Crimson King has crim­ 
son-purple foliage all through the 
growing season. 
Others include the stately Pin 
Oak. Golden Rain tree. Moraine 
Locust, to name a few. In general, 
avoid weak-wooded, fast growing 
items, since they are apt to bleak 
m a wind or ice storm. 
Lawn trees might include Weep­ 
ing birch, Kwanson flowering 
cherry. Saucer magnolia, River’s 
Purple-leaved birch. Paul’s Scar­ 
let Hawthorn, Red Japanese Ma­ 
ple, Redbud and White clump 
birch.

cent of the seeds were spF.t. What 
causes this?” 
H ic J. II. Hale is a fine, extra 
large “ freestone" peach. It is one 
of Hie few peach varieties that 
must be cross-pollinized with some 
other peach. ’Hie J. II. Hale is 
subject to split pits, especially 
when there is a light crop. Your 
tree must be getting pollination 
from sonic other tree, but appar­ 
ently not enough. 
Specialists at Cornell University 
suggest that if the variety that is 
pollinizing tho J. II. Hale is some 
distance away, you can place a 
bouquet of peach branches in the 
Halo tree at bloom time to im­ 
prove the sot of fruit. This in turn 
will decrease the number of split 
pits. 
Another factor that might be 
involved deals with the nutrition 
of the tree. If your peach is over- 
vigorous. making more than 18 
inches of tip growth a year, this 
might accentuate the problem. Al­ 
so severe pruning would tend to 
bring on splitting of pits. 
In other words, anytliing which 
tends to increase the number of 
fruits set will help reduce the pro­ 
portion of split pits. If you planted 
a “ rooster" tree nearby, such as 
Elberta, you should have better 
pollination and fewer split pits. 


E. F. of Tafton: “ I ’m looking 
for some good white petunias to 
plant with our evergreens. Please 
name a couple good varieties that 
will hold up after a good rain.” 
Most petunias look bratty" fol­ 
lowing a rain hut after the sun 
climes out and dries the plants off, 
the blooms return to their original 
colors, or new ones will carpe out. 
Botrytis is often rampant follow­ 
ing rains. 
As for good whites, try Snow­ 
drift, Snowstorm or White Sails. 
White Sails is a ruffled w h i t e 
with a touch of yellow in the throat 
Flowers are three to four inches 
across and plants do not g e t 
scraggly. 
Last year we grow Se0 form, a 
giant (five inches across) ruffled 
petunia similar to Snowstorm. Sea- 
form is a pure white hybrid, 
whereas Snowstonn is a non-hy­ 
brid. Both bloom all summer long. 
By the way, for a good red pe­ 
tunia. you can’t beat Comanche, 
D 
A. of Stroudsburg: “ Is it 
possible to root French Pussy wil­ 
lows from cuttings. We have some 
slips in a vase and the buds are 
nice .end fat. We thought we’d 
st ill a whole hedge, if possible.” 
Yes, this is one of the easiest of 
ornament.ds to root from cuttings. 
Merely leave thorn in a vase and 
roots will form in the water. 
UJion three or four inches long 
you can pot them up in a one-third 
sand, onc-third peat and one-third 
loam mixture and plant the young 
trees outdoors when shirtsleeve 
weather rolls around. By the way, 
you can stick tile pussy willow 
stems in dry sand and the buds 
will remain decorative for many 
months. 


N G. of Delaware Water Gap: 
"Please give me a g<xid home­ 
made grafting wax. I want to 
graft fruit trees this spring.” 
Here’s a formula for a soft wax: 
Resin (crushed) 4 parts. Beeswax 
or Paraffin (finely cut), 2 parts, 
tallow7 (rendered) I part, or raw 
linseed oil. one-half part. Melt 
these together, pour mixture into 
a pail of cold water. With greased 
hands, flatten out this spongy 
mass so it’ll cool evenly. Wax 
may be kept in oiled paper or tin 
foil. Soften it by heat of your 
hands.
